WHERE HAS HE BEEN? 
r" IS A LITTLE DIFFICULT, WITHOUT 
further elaboration, to understand 
Significance of the statement by Gen 
George R. Pearkes, V.C., M.P.,- relative to 
the new approach to peace he advocates 
in view of Russia's development of an 
atomic bomb.
